ANCE AND HAPPY DAYS, 
The theory of resistance to disease 
is an ingenuous one evolved from the 
necessity of switching from ancient 
myths and superstitions to the knowl- 
edge or facts of science. Immunity is 
a scientifically demonstrable fact. Re- 
sistance is a figment of the imagina- 

tion. 
Any physician can determine by 
test whether an 


individual has any immunity against 
diphtheria, for instance. No one can 


resistance against any known disease. 
This hocus-pocus about “poor resist- 
ance’ is 100 per cent post mortem 
or post /morbidus explanation. ‘Try 
and find any candid opinion about 
an individual's “resistance” before the 
illness or death of the individual’? 

Of course every physician knows as 
much as I do about immunity, and 
many know a great deal more. But 
on the other hand no_ physician 
knows a thing about “resistance” that 
is occult to anybody else. So when a 
health authority hauls off and ‘emits 
a column or so of ponderous advice 


about how to keep your “resistance” 


built up, he is merely handing out 
the bunk. If he happens to be a health 
officer or a politician holding a soft 
berth with some health department, 
well, it makes a nice easy way for 
him to earn his salary. The people 
seem to like to hear the same old 
hokum about the way to keep up 
one’s resistance, year after year, 
with rare variations.

This 
trick must be learned before attempt- 
ing others as it is the fundamental 
of most of the tricks. 

Walking the dog: Walking the dog 
is made by throwing the spinner, and 
while the top is spinning at the end 
of the string allow it to walk along 
the floor a short distance before re- 
turning to your hand. 

The creeper: This is made by 
throwing the spinner and while the 
top is spinning at the end of the

string allow it to walk along the floor 
away from you to the end of the 
string, then lower hand to the floor 
while the top is dancing, and with a 
slight jerk backward return top to 
your hand along the floor. 

The breakaway is done by casting

NEW YORK, March 27.—Prices 
were well maintained in a quiet mar- 
ket for cotton goods last week. The 
volume of “business was about the 
same as it was the week previous. 


The last day or two seemed to bring 
some increase in inquiry for print 
cloths, but the prices offered have 
been below what the mills are willing 
to accept and, in consequence, the 
business has gone to second-hands. 
These second-hand goods are there to 
be sold, however, and the sooner they 
are sold and out of the way the soon- 
er business will come back to first- 
hands again. 

Meanwhile, the mills are not forc- 
ing sales of print cloths. Both mills 
and selling agents recognize the dam- 
age that would be done to the mar- 
ket if prices should be broken now, 
and we believe that the majority 
would still further reduce their pro- 
duction rather than let prices run 
well under cost again. Selling agents 
offer 38 1-2-inch 64-60s at 3 7-Se and 
second-hands have sold at 3 3-4c. 

Sheeting prices are reasonably 
steady but would do better if the 
mills in this group would take a lit- 
tle more care in keeping production 
in line with consumption. 

The trade continues under the be- 
lief that, if we have a spell of good 
weather, better demand for finished 
goods will develop between now and 
the middle of April. It would be wel- 
come.
